Hundreds have been driven from
their homes.

The heaviest loss will be suffered
by farmers through drowning of live-
gtock and through inability to get into
their fields to prepare fr crops, due
fo the useasonahble weather,

The damage was most severe along
the Illinols River, where levees have
given way, “l2oding thousands of
acres of land

Families In Bast Peorla fled to
higher ground last night on warning
that a levee protecting the digtrict
might give wny at any minute, re-
leasing a 20-foot wall of water

Rallroad trains, running over
“rubber' tracks on a roadbed under-
mined by wator, crept along at five
miles an hour. In many places the
ralls were under water

Refugees crowded schoois and
churchas. Trucks and autos through-
out the night carried household be-
longings to higher ground

The water, which has ocovered
three-fourths of the city of Beards-
town, 111, still was rising todey. More
than half the population there Wwas
driven from home

Rivers and etreams surged over
thelr banks today in the biggest flood
Indiana hag seen since 1013

Cesgation of rain today halted the
rapid rise of waters in Ohlo tribu-
taries of the Hocking River.

A flood nearly ns great as that of
1915 was threatened during the night,
and warnings were sent (o communi-
tieg In the Seloto and Olentangy val-

leya.

The story of her bellef in Spiritual-
ism was told in three letters—one of
twenty pages, written before she took
the poison, one nfter the baby's death,
and the third as she was half-con-
solous herself,

Mr. Fancher sald today that soon
after they were married in Detroit
three years ago, he and his wife at-
tended a seance at a private home in
that ity and both talked to their dead
parents. Since that time, he said,
Mrs. Fancher had taken a great inter-
¢st In Spiritualism.

“That seance,” he sald, “put the
whole idea into her head. She thought
#he could do better for me if she were
cead, and would guide me from
heaven,"

Mrs. Fancher's health hnd been very
poor gince the Iirth of their son, and
she felt, her letters indicated, that her
death weuld relieve her husband of a
wevere handicap She took the baby's
life because sha could not bear to
think of some one else earing for the
boy, she sald.

CHARGE OF MURDER

Second of Gang of Moonshiners Who
Caused Relgn of Terror In Elbott

Coun y Is Given Life
Duprisonment,

Grayson, Ky, April 15, — Jim Bar-
ker, charged with the killing of Dan-
ny Bparks in Elliott county last June
when Sparks, his sister, his aged
father and brother were slain by al-
leged moonshiners as the Sparks fam-
ily was returning from church, was
found guilty in the Circuit Court Fri-
day and sentenced to life imprison-
ment in the Stato Penitentiary.

Richard Sparks recently was sen-
tenced to life imprisonment for the
murder of Mary Sparks, Danny
Sparks' 14-year-old sister, who thew
herself in fronu of her brother and
stopped a bullet meant for him.

Wesley Sparks, o third member of
the party which did the killing, is to
be tried here in September.

The glayers and their friends cre-
atted a reign of terror in this coynty
fellowing the murders. Witnesses
were intimldated and some of them
left the country under threats,

Some familles moved away leaving
their crops and livestock in the fields.

Thie murders were the result of in-
formation given to the grand jury by
Danny Sparks.
